Tras EXPO is, to the best of 
My knowledge, the only 
regional get together for 
Comemadore Users af any kind. 
As such, we should both 
support and encourage it. 
Millis Patten, Roger Lawhorn, 
and I were pleased ta be able 
to attend the EXPO and proud 
to represent LUCKY! 


This EXPO is sponsored by the 
Lansing firea Commodore Club 
TLACCT. I was privileged to 
attend the 1995 EXPO and to be 
imvited as a spe@cial guest to 
one of their monthly meetings 
that year. I didn’t realize 
until we arrived that this 
years EXPO was being held in 
their regular meeting room 
Which though large, could 
barely accommodate ali the 
boscths that were active there. 
I discovered that the LACC 
Sponsors this @#vent without 
financial help from any other 
club atid was operating on a 
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Shoestring. 


Honetheless, Willis and Roger 
and I enjoyed ourselves 
thoroughly. Despite its low 
budget the LACC put on one 
hell of a show! We three all 
agreed that the real "STAR" of 
the show was what I shall call 
the, Mew GUI by Maurice 
Randall. fA GUI is a Graphic 
User Interface, pronounced 
gooey. This project is only 
in the development stage and 
has not been officially named. 
When it is finished it will 
provide serious Commodore~-GEOS 
users With a new operating 
system, much Like Windows for 
the PC. | 


He were also impressed by 
Maurice’s new geoFfAx 2.6. 

This recent upgrade enables 
Commodore users to send and 
receive, faxes using the 
latest Turbo 232 cartridge and 
the SuperCPU from CMD. I was 
astounded to see him fax a 
comic strip and then reprint 
it from his Commodore. It was 
almost identical to the 
original! Most fax machines 
have a resolution of about 266 
dpi Edots per inch. Our 
Commodores have a resolution 
of $6 dpi horizontally and 72 
dPi vertically. His geoFAs 
program allows you to print 
gut copies using either of 
these! 


There were many other 
interesting displays, of 
course. Tim Lewis, the LACC 
President, demonstrated a 
Commodore music program that 
could play .wayv files 
downloaded from the internet. 
In one example, you could hear 
an operator saying, ‘In case 
of emergency, call Sii.” 





Another loudly illustrated the 
boisterous burp of a satisfied 
beer drinker. I was impressed 
by the clarity of sound which 
these .way files produced frops 
has Commodore. 


John Lindemann is the Vice 
President of the LACC. He is 
also a big fan of LOADSTAR 
Magazine. In His booth, he 
displayed SID music files and, 
colorful pictures of beautiful 
bards gleaned from LOABDSTAR. 

IT enjoyed them both. 


Eric Kudzin was ancether 
knockout performer. He has 
fixed has Khard drive so that 
it uses a ZIP drive instead. 
fi ZIP drive is a floppy drive 
that allows you to slip i168 
megabyte [MBI] disks in and out 
at will. It costs about $266 
and the iG0MB disks are about 
$iS apiece. He piggy-backed 
this to a CMD Hard Drive so 
that the ZIP diive would be 
accessed by the computer 
first. He was easily able to 
boot up GEOS from his ZIP 
drive, 


Roger Lawhorn, was really 
impressed by his CB-ROM 
Player. When Roger owned a 
486 PC, he enjoyed using his 
CO-ROM drive to play CBs! 
Mell, guess what? Here was 
Eric doing the same thing with 
a Program he had written for 
his Commodore. Roger is 
hoping to be able to beta test 
this ane at home and soon! 


Raymond Bay also sparked 
interest with a demonstration 
of the C63 -- the ili-fated, 
almost-wonderful, and 
never-released advance upon 
the Commodore 64. He showed 
that it shared 2 surprising 
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agwount of compatibalaty wath 
the C64. He also demoed two 
iS4i’s nooked up in parallel 
MmOde to the user port Cmodem 
Port> of has Commodore 
computer. This set up 
allowed him to copy a iS41 
disk from drive to drive in 
only 2i seconds. 


Chuck Grifor was there 
representing Delphi. This 
telecom service is similar to 
GEnie or fimerica Oniine. I 
Was SUrPrised to discover 
that for those of us who 
already have an internet 
Service provider, the annual 
fee to join Belphi is only 
S$37' He was upset that the 
brochures describing this 
service failed to arrive in 
time for the EXPO, but I am 
sure he Will send you one if 
YOu want more information.

Printer anel Pent hints 
ane Tipe

Seyeral of these tips are 
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Gidies but goodies, taken from 
the now defunct “CARDCO" 
Interface Manuals. Probably 
this is the first time some of 
the newer Commodore Users have 
ever seen these suggestians! 


The first oddity is the format 
to use to CLOSE a file from 
the CMDH Mode. It seems that 
the only statement that wiil 
work canstantly is: 


PRINT#HX - CLOSEX 


Where K is the file number toa 
be CLOSEd. fA Commodore Guirk! 


SPC and TAB Commands will give 
an ERROR if used the way 
Specified in the manual. Use 
the revised code: 


instead of: 
PRINTH4, SPCC263 


Use: 
PRINTH4, “"“SPCC263 


instead of: 
PRINTH4, TABC269 
Use: 
PRIANTH4, "TABC263 


On many interfaces, adding 26 
to the Secondary fiddress will 
lock that mode anto the 
printer, and disregard 
software Secondary fiddresses'! 
Often adding i128 to the 
Secondary fiddress will add an 
additicnal line feed to each 
RETURN. This iS an idea for 
Word Processors that have no 
internal provision for Double 


Spacing. Example: Before 
loading a program, type 
GPEN4, 4,235 


Which wall lock 
the printer in the 
"Transparent Mode" 
for graphics!

In the Rorth American and 
European business worids there 
Was @ high demand for 
“mechanical adding machines" 
and, taking the advice of his 
customers, Tramiel decided to 
expand inte thas profitable 
field aisa. 


Tramiel’s company had become 
SUCh a SUCCESS That in 13962 
they went “public™ as 
Commodore Business Machines, 
Canada. This was still fifteen 
vears before Commodore became 
imvolved iam home computers! 


The board of Commodore 
Business Machines consisted of 
Jack Tramiel aS president and 
chairman. C, Powell Morgan 
{then president of Atlantic 
Acceptance Corporation) became 
chief financial officer and 
banker. Three years later C. 
Powell Morgan was Publicly 
condemned by the Canadian 
Royal Commission for has 
"defiance of all accepted 
BUSANeSS principles’ and acts 
of “rapacious and unprincipled 
Manipulation", HMhether this _ 
Was justrfred is a matter of 
Speculation, but Mis faalure 
to meet due payments on a 
half-million dollar short-term 
loan didn’t help his cause. 
Unfortunately Cor fortunately, 
depending on how you view the 
story?) Mr. Morgan died of 
1@ukemMia before he could stand 
traai! 
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Obviously not the best role 
model, C. Powell Morgan was 
responsible for the Canadian 
Royal Commission also taking a 
GO6cd long lack at Commodore 
Business Machines and Jack 
Tramiel. Although the Commission 
Was not entirely convinced af 
his absolute innocence in the 
Morgan business it decided not 
tO andact Ham. 


Of course the publicity did not 
help Commodore Business 
Machine’s standing in the 
Marketplace. Money being tight 
the company’s future outlook was 
becoming very bl@ak indeed. 
Tramiel succeeded in grasping at 


@ lifeline in the form of a 


Canadian investor, Irving Gould, 
who agreed to purchase a 
SUbStantial stake in Commodore 
im exchange for the position of 
chairman. 


The new team of Jack Tramiel and 
Irving Gould set to work on 
consolidating Commodore ‘s 
POSitTion inasmuch as the adding 
machine was becoming an extinct 
dodo primarily due to the 
Japanese who had flocded the 
Horth American market with very 
cheap mechanical adding machines 
Whach made it impossible toa 
compete. 


fis a last ditch maneuver Irving 
Gould suggested that Jack 
Tramiel fly himself off on a 
business trip ta Japan to get a 
Aattle farsthand experience of 
the market. While there, Jack 
saw for the first time the new 
electronic de@sk-top calculators! 


Jack immediately recognized the 
great potential of electronic 
calculators and realized that 
they spelled the end for sales 
Of mechanical adding machines 


and, aS a result, upon his 
return to Canada, Commodore 
Business Machines shifted away 
from adding machines and into 
the fast-growing field of 
electronic calculators! 


For the first time in months 
fortune smiled on CBM. It was 
Commodore who brought the 
first electromic pocket 
Calculators to market, 
retailing at over five hundred 
dollars ¢@ach which is almost 
unbelievable when nowadays 
they cost a measly few bucks 
and are often given away free 
of charge with magazine 
Subscriptions and

There will be a 
change in the phone numbers 
used for access, and for those 
considering using Genie for 
Web access, the connection to 
the web is with a t-3 
connection, Which is very 
important for those wanting a 
fast internet response of 45 
MBPS. Thais isn’t the fastest 
available, but it is the most 
common connection to the web 
backbone. 


The content of Genie will not 
change, they wall stall have 
the current Round Tables and 
Files fireas. If you are using 
a proprietary program provided 
by Genie, you will find that 
those will be disabled durang 
the change over, but upgrades 
are expected to be released as 
the changes occur. Those 
using a reguiar terminal 
program, Will 
motice the change 
over the least.
